WASHINGTON - The most 
Sweeping immigration reform in 


decades appeared headed for 
final Congressional approval 
after 3a joint House/Senate 


committee ironed out the chief 
remaining difficulties in a 
closed-session conference Oct. 
14. 

Ihe conference report mnust 
nowW be Submitted to both 
houses of Congress，then Signed 
by the President， The Reagan 
administration has indicated 
that lt will approve the bill in 
lts present form. 

TIhe Senate passed its version 
of the immigration reform bill 
last year，bnut the House twice 
Tefsed atowconrsiderait After 
the latest defeat，on Sept，26， 
the bill was pronounced virtu- 
ally dead by House leaders. 

In an unforeseen turnaround， 
the bill wasS then revived by a 
core of legislators who，appar- 
ently ITreSsponding to pressure 
from their constituents， con- 
ducted lntense negotiations and 
brought it to a vote on Oct， 9. 
It passed，230-166. 

In the days following，the 
bill was further Tefined， as 
CongresSlonal leaders fought to 
bring the House and Senate 
Versions into final agreement， 
before the adjournment of Con- 
gress _ this week. 

A Simlilar House bill was 
approved lin 1984 by a vote of 
216-211，bnut then died in con- 
fereimeces

The impending approval of 
the bill brought expressions of 
outrage .from some activists for 
minority rights. In a rally 
outside the Federal Building in 
SFE on Oct. 10，two dozen offi- 
cials of organizations opposed 
to the bill charged that it is 
raclist，anti-labor，and designed 
to keep minorities out of the 
workforce. 

上 va Patterson of the Lawyers 
Committee for Urban Affairs 
was quoted by the SR CHPromicle 
as Sayling，"This bill fuels an 
aparthelid System in this coun- 
try that is already going Strong. 
It will actively discourage 
employers from hiring minori- 
tieS.”

U.S Human Resources has a 33$ bercent share in a bid with 
Shelter Media Partners，the 65 percent partner and the operator 
0f 11 transit Shelter franchises in LA and Orange Counties. The 
competing bid under consideration by the City is from the giant 
Gannett Er a $4 billion multi-media company. 


ee TO AT STOCKTON 


According to 0 Watty，controller for Human his 
company came into the picture about Six months ago when the 
Commission threw out four existing bids and 
reopened the bidding. Shelter Media's previous partner decided to 
drop out and the City's strong minority participation ordinance 
caused them to look for a partnership with a local minority firm. 

U.9. Human Resources 1ls offering to install and maintain the 
Eliterswatano cost in exchange tor thenmincomeRfrom poster 
advertising at the Shelters，Watty Says about two-thirds of the 
Shelters are commercial，with two posters _ available per shelter. 
Watty Said that his company hopes to Trent the posters for

In the Bay Area，where one 
iout of every 90 residents 
arrived in the US in 1983 alone，many are Slow to outgrow their 
newcomer status. 

Newcomers，founded in 1969 by American-born Chinese commu- 
nity workers，Serves as a bridge between the US _ culture and the 
Varying Chinese cultures of China and Southeast Asia. 

TIhe Chinese from Vietnam，for example，speak a slightly dif- 
ferent form of Cantonese than that wiich is spoken in Guang- 
idong. In the US，they strive to maintain a_ separate Chinese 
LVYietnamese culture，with their Own groups and:zmewspapers. 


3S,000 REQUESTS 


In its first year，the _ center had four Staff members and was 
able to respond to fewer than 1,000.,requests for help. Last year， 
with 14 staff members，the figure reached 35$,000. Newcomers is 
best known as an information network. The most frequent request 
is for employment assistance. Two full-time counselors from the 
state Employment Development Dept. are stationed at the_ center 
to help job placements. Next in frequency are the requests to file 
for unemployment benefits and disability insurance，Almost as 
important is the_ center's mental health aid,，A bilingual counselor 
helps resolve family disputes，including child and spousal abuse. 
Other newcomers drop by the office for help with _ translation 
and interpretation，、，Such as a three-way call to a _ doctor. 

Although Talwan has the same quota of immigrants as China 
and Hong Kong --20;000 a year -- few of them come to Newcom- 
erS，、Wong's believes this is due to the relatively small number of 
them who settle in the Bay Area. 

"When they come，they mostly ask for information regarding 
immigration,"” said Wong，"They don't talk much abonut Seeking 
几 jobs and seeking other services.” Those from Hong Kong and 
China，he observed，need help .mainly in housing，employment， 
language training， chilld care，Senjior Services and public health.

Refugees from Southeast Asia，said Wong，"mostly come in for 
interpretation and translation services. Some of them have already 
become citizens，S0O we are helping them to Sponsor their own 

relatives，Wong said that the the Tenderloin's Center for South- 

east Asian Refugee Resettlement handles most other Services." 


INSICHT 


Po Wong's insight into newcomer problems comes first-hand. 
Born in China，he grew up in Hong Kong and emigrated in 1968. 
Wong spent three years as 8a job developer for the Chinatown 
人 Resources Development Center，and has headed the Chinese New- 
comers Services Center Since 1973. 

Even without language difficulties，Said Wong，"If you don:t 
understand the culture，you don't know how to get a job， When 
you are in Hong 玉 ong，you don't go to the door knocking to get 
医 s job. Usually you are introduced by friends. In Hong 天 ong，yoU 
inever try to sell yourself so aggresSively. 

"Here，you have to demonstrate your ability，your confidence， 
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yOUI work experience. You don't hold back. In Hong Kong，you 

never talk about your Salary. You don't bargain. But here you 

can ask a lot of questions." 
Through its monthly bilingual 


newsletter and Wong'Ss twice- 


monthly， Cantonese-language TV show on Channel 26，Newcomers 


actively promotes the services of other agencies. Before elections， 
the Show highlights candidates and issues，protecting its nonprofit 
Status by Sidestepping direct endorsements. "About one week prior 
to the election，we normally get a lot of phone calls to ask the 
information regarding certain propositions.， Then you need to 
anSswer each and every call. It takes too much time， That's why 
we have ouUIT TV Show -- So that our clients can see it at a time." 

One problem of getting newly-naturalized citizens to vote，he 
salid，is that "they simply don't know how to use the machine， It's 
embarrassing to them. We have a voting machine in the next 
TI00m，SQ every time，3a week before the election day，we'll tell 
the first-time voters to go in and practice using the machine." 

Of jits annual budget of $240,000，about half is from United 
Way，y$80;000 from the city，and $40,000 from fundraising efforts. 
The major fundraiser each year is a January radiothon/ telethon 
on Sinocast， The 1986 event netted $25$,000，partially due to the 
piIesence of Several TV stars from Hong Kong who donated their 
SerVlces.、 In 1987，the fundraiser will be on Tuesday Jan. 20，on 
radio from 10 am to 6 pmand on TV from 9 to 11:30 pm. 

With a minimum of resources，Newscomers wields an influence 
that extends far beyond Chinatown. "We're planning to have our 
Own newcomer yellow pages; we'll try 1lt maybe next year，We can 
Scll ad Space,，and use it as a new Source of funding." 

Funding ls a persistent problem and Wong doesn”t see the 
Situation improving in the near future. "On one hand，we're 
Seeing an increasing number of clients，and on the other hand， 


we cannot extend ouUr Services to meet the needs of our clients."

The lore of the West does not give Us 
his full name. He was only known as 
Ah Bing. 

Bingemigrated to California in the 
1850'$. For lack of an occupation he 
started out as a gold miner like many 
another Chinese. Digging in the Sierra 
foothills he wound up a few years later 
upin the mountains around Yreka. 


The big gold rush in California was 
over but hundreds of Chinese miners 
were stil combing the earth and river 
bottoms forthe surface leftovers. Bing 
joined the crowd. 

Afew years later he ventured further 
north into Oregon. He tarried several 
seasons in Portland, where he learned 
the fundamentals of American cookery: 
Equipped at last with a trade, he for- 
soOok the unprofitable occupation of 
gold hunting. Within a shorttime he 
was in nearby Milwaukee working for 
one 9eth Lewelling as cook and assis- 
tant nurseryman. 

Lewelling was an horticulturist of some 
repute, having originated Several 
varieies of cherries which had been 
accorded recognition by pomologists. 


During his hours off the kitchen stove， 
Ah Bing:took a delighted interest in his 
employers experimentations. It brought 
back memories of his farm-boy days in 
his Canton delta village, of the spring 


and autumn rice plantings, the growing 
of sweet yams,， green bitter melons and 
Sugar peas. 


CRGO9S BREEDINGS 


In afew years Bing picked up sufficient 
knowledge of plants to become an 
amateur horticulturist. Cross-breedings， 
transplantings and pollinations were no 
longer mysterious re-orderings of 
Nature's designs. On:occasions when 
Lewelling was away Bing performed as 
assistantadmirably. The bond of science 
made friends between employer and 
workman: 


In 1875 Lewelling succeeded,， with 
Bing's assistance, in growing another 
new variety of Sweet cherry from the 
seed of a Republican variety: 

In honor of his Celestial cook and 
assistant gardener Lewelling named the 
new creation the Bing Cherry. In 1899 
the august American Pomological 
9ociety placed this variety on its ap- 
proved list. 

A beautiful and juicy red fruit, the Bing 
Cherry is one of the finest and sweetest 
things of its kind grown on the Pacific 
coast today. lt is one of the five most 
important varieties especially adapted 
to western soil and climate, the others 
being the Napoleon, Lambert, Black 
Tartarian and Republican varieties. 
Thus Ah Bing, alowly immigrant and 
cook, won enduring fame in this 
little-known chapter in western history.

EBALDC conceived the pro- 
ject， Said Lee,， "because we 
recognized the :need :for more 
affordable housing. We were

The EBALDC board of direc- 
tors decided to name the pro- 
ject for Mar，she said, not :only 
for his decades of community 
service but also because "he _ has 
always been an advocate for 
low-Iincome housing.”

Mar Tetired from Oakland?'s 
Chinese Presbyterian Church in 
1984，hoping to catch his "sec- 
ond breath” and get even more 
involved in community activi- 
tiecs. Instead，he developed a 
chronic illness which has pre- 
vented him from attending any 
community meetings. But Mar 
remains hopeful that his condi- 
tion will improve "in another 
yeaT OT SO." 

In his Short book 7 Reme- 
per， which he wrote at the 
urging of many community 
leaders， Mar ”chronicles 15$ 
major organlizations and projects 
which he began. 

ASsked which ones have given 
him the most pride，he named 
the Doh On Yuen Senior hous- 
ing，the Oakland Chinese Com-| 
munity Council (OCCC)，Asian 
Health Services，and EBALDC. 

Although Mar is no longer as 
visible as before，he continues 
to0 work behind the Scenes， 
following events closely and 
providing input. 

It is practically_ unknown for 
a government-funded building 
to be named for a living 5 
Son，but few could dispute 
Mar'"s appropriateness for the 
honor. Through persistence and 
organization， he has proven 
that one person can change the 
face of an entire community- 
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
